Applicant's representative submitted arguments in regards to claims 2, 18, 22, 23, 32, 34 and 39. The limitations of 
"wherein the adjustable pedal mount comprises at least two degrees of freedom" and "wherein the adjustable pedal 
platform... is adjustable in at least 6 directions," were discussed. Applicant's representative emphasized that the 
combination of Brasseal et al. (US 2004/0129489 A1) and Masaya et al. (2005/000961 1 A1) does not disclose at least 
these limitations. Applicant will clarify the at least two degrees of freedom and the applicant has agreed to additional 
specify the degrees of freedom as claimed in the dependent claims. The examiners will consider upon formal 
submission of arguments. No agreement was reached on patentability. Claim 23 appears to be allowable, subject to 
further searching.
